This is 
a large claim, and, for the present, we must be content to record it without attempting to criticize 
it.”— Times, January 19th, 1893.

The ancient Gascon family of Brocas still survives in Hampshire and in France. The 
earlier part of its story is so closely interwoven with the annals of Edward III, the wars of the 
Black Prince, and the times of Richard II, that it forms a valuable supplement to the literature 
of English history in the fourteenth century, and will be found highly interesting by many readers; 
even down to the time of Charles II, the Brocases were personages of some distinction, and 
their names will be found associated with events of importance. The chief antiquarian interest 
of this volume lies, however, in its picture of Aquitaine, under the Piantagenet sovereigns of 
England—a subject which is usually studied only in the glimpses afforded by chronicles dealing 
with general history.

The first was my own “ Facsimiles ,'* 
printed in 1889, which was illustrated with 
over a hundred coloured plates by Mr, 
Griggs. It embraced the whole European 
field, and was accompanied by a sketch of 


the history of Bookbinding in its entire 
extent, considered as decorative art—the 
first essay towards a systematic and com¬ 
prehensive work of the kind, and the first 
attempt to group a set of facsimiles so as 
to display the various styles and periods of 
Bookbinding.

Like Shakespeare, Homer, Milton, Virgil, Dante, and Cervantes, Camoen? 
has his votaries throughout the world. One of the master-minds which have 
stamped literature with the seal of imperishable genius, his cultus is not coufined 
to the land that gave him birth nor to the geographical limits of the Portuguese 
Language. In many countries translators have endeavoured to reproduce the 
poetry of the Lusiads ; and in our tongue there exist numerous versions more or 
less faithful and ambitious. In 1655, Sir Richard Fanshaw began the series, con¬ 
tinued in Mickle, Musgrave, Adamson, Quillinan, Hewitt, Duff, and Aubertins 
and now worthily closed by one superior to them all. Captain Burton’s work is 
of peculiar value for several reasons. He was attracted to Camoens by a 
powerful sympathy, arising from a certain similarity in the lives of the two men 
and in their modes of thought; and for twenty years of travel and exploration 
he made the Lusiads his constant companion, drinking in, as it were, the life 
and spirit of his master, with whom he completely identified himself. His great 
mastery of the English language has enabled him to overcome the difficulties of 
exact and verbal reproduction, without losing the sweetness and perfume of the 
poetry.

The fact that Cosimo M Medici, Grand Duke of Tuscany, had established a tapestry manufactory 
under two Flemings, Johannes and Marcus Van der Roost, probably drew him to Florence. 
Here he was employed to make designs for arras-work, and the number he turned out is said to 
have been beyond the scope of calculation. He was, indeed, extraordinarily prolific. . . . Two 
of the decadent Florentine painters, Georgio Vasili and Francesco Salviati, esteemed him highly 
for his powers of invention, and still more for his facility. Like his fellow-countryman, Marten 
de Vos, Stradanus executed a vast amount of hack-work for the chief engraving companies of 
Antwerp. These commercial speculators issued sets of illustrative prints, and spread them 
broadcast over the whole world. The Jesuits made great use of these pictures in educating the 
Heathen of the East and the New World.

In preparing a second edition of the “Origins of English History” the author has 
endeavoured to take advantage^of the observations and friendly advice to which the appearance 
of the former edition gave rise. Since the work was first published many fresh discoveries have 
been made in the provinces of philology and archaeological science. Much fresh light has been 
thrown on the problems of Celtic history by the continuous labours of Professor Rhys at home 
and of M. Gaidoz, M. D’Arbois de Jubainville and many other eminent scholars abroad, while 
some of the best-known landmarks of archaeology have been altered by the results of the recent 
explorations made by General Pitt-Rivers at Rushmore. The earlier chapters of the work, 
dealing with the important discoveries of Pytheas, the Greek romances of travel, and the ancient 
languages and institutions of the Celtic peoples, have been carefully revised, without much 
alteration in their main argument or the arrangement of the principal facts.

T HIS is a large and important work by a now well-known Orientalist, and 
forms a fit companion volume to his “ Rivers of Life,” and is in the same 
type and style. It contains Ten studies, which, owing to selection of 
the subjects, make the book a veritable epitome of all Ancient and Modern 
Faiths, except Christianity, which is only touched upon when necessary in the 
all embracing Science of Comparative Religion. 

The subjects are not only of immediate but enduring interest—historically, 
literary, and religiously, more especially to the peoples concerned, and the 
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governing and administrative classes of Trans-India—English, French, Dntch, 
Javanese, Siamese, Tongkinls, and Cochinese. The first two studies enter 
minutely into the very ancient social, religious, and political history of these 
and other adjoining states and nations, of which little is really known even by 
themselves, and still less by their rulers, conquerors, or suzerain lords. 

As regards ancient Indian history, the author advances strong reasons against 
the popular belief that Aryans were, either in India or further eastward, the first 
or chief civilizers ; attributing this to Dravido-Turanians and Mongolic peoples 
who entered India from the West and North, probably a thousand or more years 
before Aryans touched the Ganges. Stress is laid on the ingress of a mid-northern 
race by the tracts of the chief rivers of the ancient kingdom of Uttar K6salaor 
Sravasti, more especially by the passes of the Gogra and Karnali—probably the 
ancient Srasvasti and Mala-inda or “ river of Malas.” These as Mans,Munds, 
Mughsand Maghs, are shown to have early established a great Maghada kingdom 
on the Ganges; Mugh States in Eastern Trans-India; Mala-desa in Northern 
Pan jab, and a strong kingdom ruling the south from Mala-tana Mul-tan), with 
another in the Indus Delta—capital Patala. Malas fought successfully against 
Alexander the Great in the fourth century b.c., and as mariners aided his 
departure. They established the Jaina kingdom of Uj-jain or Mala-wa (“ Mala- 
land ”), and other states over all the Mala-bar or west-coast of India, and the 
race early developed great seafaring as well as building capacity. They domin¬ 
ated the Maladives (Mala-dvipas), Malagasa, and passed easterly, founding the 
ancient Malia kingdom of Balis, capital Maha-balipur, near Madras, and 
seawards into the trans-Indo-Mala-ka states, where it is easy to trace them by 
their religious symbols, architecture, and exquisite handicraft as seen in the 
monolithic and other elaborate temples of Western India and along the Narbada 
—their sacred Nar-munda, or “ River of Munds.” 

There is a great deal in this volume to prove that man’s first cultus was 
Arboreal, or as now termed, a worship of divinities of vegetation, as spirits of 
groves, trees, corn and such like. This cult is here shown to be as strong in 
India and Trans-India as among Syrians, Hebrews, Tyrrhenians, Greeks, and 
Latins. Thus the author upholds the arguments and position he took up in 
his former work, some twenty years ago, that all early gods were but rural 
and trival divinities embodying the sensuous wants and ideas of the needy 
and ignorant; and there is little to choose between the ruddyEtruscan god of 
groves, the Pelasgian Dodona, Aryan Zeus, and the Ala, Ale or Elohim of 
Semites. All claimed the tree symbol and lordship over animal and vegetable 
nature, and therefore was this symbol placed in 1880 at the head of the 
author’s “ Chart of Rivers of Life” or Faith-ideas. 

The monographs on Zoroaster, Lao-tsze, Confucius and Mahomad place these 
leaders of multitudes more succinctly and graphically before us than has yet been 
done, and bring out many features heretofore overlooked or insufficiently dealt 
with; and the adjoining chronological tables supply a wealth of information 
most necessary to have at hand in these important studies. 

Under “ Sacred Books of the West,” the author so far only gives us the 
history and development of the Bible of the Hebrews as seen in the quasi 
“ Greek Septuagint,” but this is done historically and carefully, and shows the 
best criticism of the subject up to date in a simple and clear manner, with a 
result which may surprise maay but should offend none. 

The volume closes, and we may almost say is summed up in Study XI., which 
is a metrical epitome in Short Texts of Faiths and Philosophies chronologically 
gleaned from all sacred writings and the teachings of the wise and good. These 
are charmingly realistic and often very quaint, for they are pithily strung 
together, and enable one to grasp the national and homely piety, literary style, 
and the general culture of the old thinkers. This important chapter may well 
stand by itself, and is likely to be separately published, as embodying all the 
leading features of the religions and philosophies of alike the East and West.

Dr. O’Connor refrained from inserting any work which bad already been printed, and the 
entire series may be said to consist of important additions to the history and antiquities of Ireland, 
most of which were only previously known to us by name. Therefore, “ Whether we consider the 
learning of O’Connor, the value of the materials, or the princely munificence of the Duke of Buck¬ 
ingham, at whose expense it was produced, it is without a parallel in modern literature .”—Sir F.

** Sefior Hiaflo’s work must rank as a revelation, even to those fairly conversant with the 
history of mnsic. Out of Spain very little is known as to the ancient music of that country; 
indeed in England, probably with the exception of the learned Oxford Music Professor, Canon 
Sir Frederick Gore-Ouseley, who has made a special study of this historic branch of the art, 
Spanish music is a blank.

“ Notes on Early Spanish Music.” By Juan F. Riafio. (B. Quaritcb.) A treatise which 
will be invaluable to students of musical history on account of the mass of information which 
Senor Riafio has laboriously brought together from various out-of-the-way sources on a depart¬ 
ment of musical history hitherto somewhat neglected. In his preface, after commenting on the 
absence of information on “ the ancient School of Spanish music before Palestrina/* Senor Riafio 
says : •* This reason has induced me to think that a real service will be done by facilitating 
information to those who have undertaken the study of music in the Middle Ages in Spain. I 
have collected the bibliographical information in the different libraries to which I have had 
access, so that students may be aware of the existence of a great number of Spanish manuscripts 
from the tenth to the sixteenth century which have musical annotations. I also give a catalogue 
of early printed books on music up to 1600 by Spanish authors, which, owing to their extreme 
rarity, are bibliographical treasures, and constitute a group of works of the greatest interest for 
the history of the development and progressof European music in the Middle Ages, and beginning 
of the Renaissance.” The volume is, in fact, a catalogue raisonnte of old musical manuscripts, 
profusely illustrated both with specimens of the music and with pictures of old musical instru¬ 
ments. There is a charming series of quaint, angular figures playing on a variety of ancient 
instruments from the celebrated • Cantigas ’ of King Don Alonso el Sabio (13th century), which 
will interest anyone. But for the most part the treatise is for serious students only ; and they 
owe a debt of gratitude to Senor Riafio forhis painstaking, unpretending labour ; for this book, 
small as it is, represents research and hard work.”— Pall Mall Gazette, September 16th, 1887. 

The third work is one relating to Spanish Church Music, a subject on which 
bardly anything has been written, and of which very little is known. Senor 
Juan Riano, in his Note* on Early Spanish Music, gives us a catalogue of MS. 
Musical Liturgical works, now existing in Spain, and by his most excellent 
illustrations we can get a good idea of the curious musical signs appearing in 
these early Spanish MSS. Of course they nearly all illustrate the peculiar rite 
used down to the present day at Toledo, and known as the Mozarabic rite. At 
page 25 we have a facsimile of a Mozarabic Breviary of the tenth or eleventh 
century, and on pnge 29 a facsimile of a Gothic Missal of the eleventh century, 
which shows the Yisigothic musical notation. There are also a large number of 
illustrations of Spanish musical instruments. One is a little disappointed that 
Sefior Riano gives no account of the splendid Liturgical MSS. in the library of 
the British Museum ; they are full of Visigothic neumes, dated about the tenth 
century, and, of course, of the Mozarabic rite. It is a pity no one has paid, as 
yet, any attention to these important works, possibly the only Spanish MSS. in 
England.— The Weekly Register , October 1st, 1887.

The Bronze Series (i860—1887) was in rough MSS. only, and 
I undertook to complete it for press, as Mr. Batty died before he was 
able to finish it himself. 

I desire to call the attention of Numismatists to the enormous 
amount of labour the Author has devoted to this harassing task, which 
occupied the greater part of his life. 

It was in 1868 that Mr. Batty printed and issued the first part in 
Manchester, so that this work has taken thirty years to bring out. 

Several of the largest Copper Collections were at his disposal for 
comparison with his own extensive one; these represented the labours 
of several lives, and every care has been taken to ensure the most 
complete and accurate descriptions. 

Mr. Batty’s principle was that “ where there is the slightest 
difference between two coins, those coins cannot have been struck 
from the same die.” 

The result of carrying out this idea, has been that not only 
every type, but every known die is recorded. 

Where large flaws appear, the dies were giving way, so that many 
of those specimens are unique. 

The work is, in fact, a complete Catalogue of the Copper, Tin, 
and Bronze Coinage of Great Britain and Ireland, and it will always 
rank as the Standard Reference Work for that Coinage.
